For Labor Courts 


The submission said further that 
“We feel that a good purpose might 
be served if the administration of 
a labor code be taken out of the 
hands of the federal and provincial 
departments of labor and should, 
as in the case of Australia, be ad- 
ministered by labor courts with 
power to enforce their dicisions. , .” 
Such courts would be composed of 
a chairman selected from the jud- 
iciary, plus equal representation 
from labor and industry, with a 
federal board to act as a court of 
appeal. Also, there would be pro- 
vineial boards, similar to the pres- 
ent provincial war labor boards. 

The delegation urged that unions 
should be required to incorporate 
“so that they could be held legally 
liable by the courts of law for 
breaches of contract or breaches of 
the peace.” 

Another recommendation was 
that “Unions should be required 
to hold their general union funds 
in Canada and entirely separate 
from the general union funds of any 
non-Canadian affiliates.” 

Another recommendation in the 
brief was that “The responsible 
officials of Canadian labor should 
be Canadian citizens residing in 
Canada, responsible alike to the 
Canadian courts and to the Can- 
adian workers for their actions.”

foibles, has built up to 50,000 copies 
weekly—the equivalent of 1,400,000 


| circulation in the United States. 


Chile is about 50 percent illiter- 
ate, but one percent of its popula- 
tion buys a copy of Topaze weekly, 
with people waiting expectantly 
every Friday for the magazine to 
hit the street. 

Delano is Creator 

The life and zest behind Topaze is 
George Delano, painter, movie dir- 
ector, caricaturist, editor, radio- 
program director, satirist and, in- 
cidentaily, just about as good a 
friend as the US, has in Latin Am- 
erica 

Delano, easily one of the most 
talenied men in Latin America, is 
Topaze on the airwaves, on the 
screen and in print. 

Delano is a 99th cousin of the 
late Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
But the Dutch Delanos scattered so 
widely 300 years ago that George, is 
just as Chilean as Franklin was 
American, 

Delano has a 27-year-old son, also 
named George, who spent two years 
in the United States from 1942 to 
1944. He knows New York, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, New Orleans, 
Sioux City, St. Louis, Miami, Sheri- 
dan and Hollywood better than most 
US. citizens do. 

Between the two of them, they 
are able to sit back in Chile and 
comment on the world’s progress, or 
lack of it, with more imagination 
and good humor than most people. 

Depicts Future Santiago 

Since the Communists helped elect 
Gabriel Gonzalez Videla president, 
Topaze pictures the Santiago of the 
futur? with obelisks on every public 
building and with statues of Marx, 
Lenin and Stalin where O'Higgins, 
Bolivar and San Martin now stand. 

Delano has directed half-a-dozen 
of Chile's best movies. They are 
always on the unusual side. Young 
George has been an assistant dir-

The elder Delano also spent sev- 
eral months in the US. three years 
ago. He drew caricatures of movie 
folks.

Trouble Not New

before the country was seething with 
arguments over his policies as sec- 
retary of agriculture. When the

| Through the early months of that 
election year, it became apparent 
there was bitter-end opposition in

dent. There were other party ele- 
ments, chiefly the C.10.-P.AC., 
just as determined that he stay | 
be.

Parley Is Snagged 
On Romanian Oil 


PARIS, (AP)— British demands 
for specific treaty safeguards for 
foreign petroleum interests in Ro- 
mania snagged on a tie vote, 7 to 7, 
in the peace conference's Balkan 
economic commission Saturday. 

Eariier, the Italian political and 
territorial commission approved 
the separate agreement between 
Italy and Austria for considerable 
autonomy rights in the Tyrol, and 
ordered it inserted in the Italian 
peace treaty over the objections of | 
the Slav bloc. 

The revised British annex to the 
Romanian treaty which ran into a 
parliamentary snarl would require 
Romania to restore or replace the 
losses of Allied nations in the oll 
fields, annul discriminatory legis- 
lation and admit key administra- 
tive officials and technical experts 
into the country to operate the 
wells. 

The first three paragraphs were 
adopted ina series of close votes. 
A tie vote came on the fourth and 
last paragraph concerning admis- 
sion of key personnel, and again on 
the projected annex as a whole. 

France, which abstained on the 
first two ballots, joined the British 
bloc in passing the third paragraph 
8 to 6, then switched to the other 
side on the fourth paragraph, tying 
the count. 

The same lineup caused a tie on 
the annex as a whole. 

Then came the confusion over 
whether the vote on the whole in- 
cluded all four portions or merely 
the three approved ones. 

The rules require a second vote 
at a new meeting within 48 hours 
in case of a tie.

2. Telling Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov. Foreign Secretary Bevin and 
other delegates at the Paris peace 
conference that Mr. Byrnes has 
100-percent Truman support and is 
the day-to-day director of United 
States diplomacy. 

3. Reassurance to Britain that 
despite Mr. Wallace's complaint of | 
British “imperialism” Washington 
expects to continue to have the 
closest relations with London. 

4. Telling smaller powers and po- 
litical parties all over Europe that 
Messrs, Truman and Byrnes and 
the state department have no in- | 
tention of yielding to Soviet or any | 
other political demands in any part 
of Europe where the United States 
has a chance to strive for a demo- 
cratic expression of popular will.

Fantastic Array of Weapons 


Ready for Push-Button War 


By Steffan Andrews 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) The 
greatest array of weapons and 
mechanical monsters ever devised 
by man is being assembled for a 
possible push-button war. 


The list includes such fearsome 
wonders as flying tanks, crewless 
weapons, rockets, guided missiles, 


supersonic jet planes, beam-climb- 
ing bombs, armor-penetrating bul- 
lets and pilotiess phantom air fleets. 

All these and more, are being pre- 


pared for the war of the future 
The army lifted the curtain on 
these astounding projects for a 


dazzling instant when it asked con- 
gress for its appropriation for new 
weapons as part of its $8,600,000,000 
budget for this year. 

While never made officially pub- 
lic, the closed congressional hear- 
ings at which the appropriations 
were asked now have been suf- 
ficiently revealed to show that army 
scientists are working on creations 
that not only can wipe out an at- 
tacking enemy but virtually alter 
the pattern of civilization. 


Intended for Defence 
Ranking army officers, however, 
emphasize that these weapons are 
being developed not for attack but 
for defense. War Secretary Patter- 
son still hopes that some form of 


international control outlawing 
atomic warfare altogether will be 
adopted. 
Pierced together, tomorrow's war 
if it does break out—is en- 
visioned as developing something 
like this: 


The initial assault will be launch- 
ed by long-range rockets and guided 
missiles. The rockets will carry 
atomic bombs to drop at set times 
Some will be capable of circling 
oceans at supersonic speeds, to 
smash themselves directly at targets 
on other continents. 

This will be the signal, the first 
warning that war is on; but it 
won't be the knockout blow. Pilot- 
less phantom air-fleets will swoop 
out of the skies, following the first 
wave. They will be drones in tigat 
battle formation directed by a few 
mother planes. 

Their object will be to drop atomic 
bombs and destroy cities. Their 
crewless weapons will be fired by 
pilots flying in jet-propelled 
planes safely out of range of in- 
terceptors. 

Will Aim At Knockout 

Air armadas and seaborne troops 
will be dropped in the third wave. 
They will have one objective—to es- 
tablish a beachhnad. The airborne 
troops will drop stealthily near 
rocket sites and war factories. Their 
aim will be to smash, to destroy, to 
knock the other side out of the 
war.

It is gratifying to read the report that the

Law and order must be respected at all 
costs and if the law compelling these people 
to move had not been enforced, all British 
law would have been brought proportion- 
ately into disrepute. 

The further fact that the invasion was of 
communistic instigation adds to the general 
Satisfaition over the end of the illegal occup- 
ation. No one could be quite happy in the 
knowledge that a doctrine grounded in a 
foreign philosophy was being employed to 
successfully flout British law. 

Nevertheless there had grown up a good 
deal of sympathy for these squatters in Eng- 
land. Doubtless there will be equal sym- 
pathy for them in Canada. For whatever 
their political leadership or no matter how 
deeply they had transgressed the rules of 
civilized living, the fact remained that these 
were men and women who had either been 
crowded into dirty, unsanitary quarters or 
had no place at all to live. 

Indeed, so poignantly does the contem- 
plation of homelessness intrude upon our 
compassion that one almost comes to the 
point of wondering if respect for law is 
really more vital in our civilization than a 
man’s fundamental right to a decent home. 

The home is the basic unit of society, Not 
only does the mental, spiritual and physical 
welfare of children depend upon the mainten- 
ance of its integrity, but the entire character 
of the growing generation will be determined 
by the kind of homes from which these child- 
ren come, 

Democratic civilization is predicated upon 
a certain number of principles which have 
become axiomatic in their application. In 
a civilized democracy a man must possess 
the right to speak with freedom, to worship 
with freedom. He must have the right to 
work, He must have the right to health, to 
medical attention and to a contented old age. 
There is another right that falls no whit be- 
low any of these in importance. It is the 
right to create an adequate home within the 
measure of his means. 

This latter is an inalienable right. It is a 
basic right. And the government which does 
not secure this right for its people falls far 
short of its functions

Canadian scientists made the spe- 


cific suggestion that research on 
atomic energy, now being con- 
ducted at Chalk River in Ontario, 


be broadened to include many 
more people than are now engaged 
on this work.

Nothing can be more 
opposed to what really happened, 

Scientists may be certain of one 
thing. The bomb is «no longer 
the concern of the laboratory, Its 
control, and use for peaceful ends, 
form the greatest political chal- 
lenge of our time. Thus far scient- 
ists, except for a notable group ad- 
vising Bernard Baruch and _ the 
American government, have spok- 
en with laudable emotion on this 
question but with little light. 

* * * 

Preachments about world govern- 
ment and Olympian criticism of 
politicians are of no avail. This 
problem will be solved, if it is to be 
solved at all, on the political level 
and it is here that scientists, by 
reason of their special! knowledge, 
must make the distinctive con- 
tribution, 

This is a difficult thing to ask 
of scientists, who are not trained 
in the ways of public debate, But 
the mere statement of ideals must 
remain a mirage unless scientists 
are ready to leave their laboratory 
and do battle for these principles 


in the market-place. Only thus 
can they hope to win the hearts 
of men.

HEIDELBERG, (NANA) — De- 
Nazification of the German press 
now as reached the stage where 
not only editors but authors and 
occasional contributors must have

A free-lance contributor, who had 
a remote association with an ob- 
scure branch of the Nazi party— 
Which he joined for reportoria] ac- 
tivities—showed me a form he had 
been required to fill in. There were 
five questions, and the answer “yes” 
to any one of them required a fur- 
ther full and supplementary report 

The questions are a reply to those 
who fear that the hunt for Nazi in- 
fluence does not go deep and far 
enough 

Among the questions asked are: 


“Have you ever interceded for Na- | 


tional Socialism in speeches 
writings or have you in any way 
supported Nazi militaristic or so- 
cial philosophy? 

“Have you ever given in to Nazi 
pressure to write propaganda ar- 
ticles, or profited financially by 
Nazi rewards or prizes, obtained 
special favors from party members, 
or allowed the party to use your 
name to enhance its influence and 
prestige?” 

Secret Service Connections 

The possibility of writers having 
been employed by the former Ger- 
man secret service also has not been 
overlooked in the questions One 
reads: 

“Have you ever been invited by 
military intelligence or the gestapo 
to make reports for them?” 

Once a contributor’s record has 

been okayed, an editor can feel hap- 
vier. 
Before the end of hostilities, the 
Goebbels propaganda ministry had 
pressed nearly all newspapermen 
into its service or disposed of those 
who would not co-operate, and it 
has been hard to find good contri- 
butors for the licensed press in the 
American zone. 

As a result, publishers and editors 
frequently have made 
mistakes in the articles they have 
published, All they have had to go 
by was a page of instructions for- 
bidding criticism of the military

HAMBURG, (NANA) 
it had the doubtful honor of being 


the first German city on which 
“saturation bombing’ was tried 
Hamburg has more or less settled 


down ‘to life in the midst of ruins 

This city’s days of catastrophe 
were the nine between July 24 and 
Aug. 1, 1943. 

It was therefore more ready than 
the other demolished cities of Ger- 
many to begin new life directly the 
war was over. It early got the re- 
putation of being the most “recon- 
struction-conscious” city in Ger- 
many. Hamburg thus throws light 
on the larger problem of the re- 
construction of all Germany. | 

A visit to Hamburg is consequent- 
ly not so depressing and ghastly an 
experience as to the other cities of 
the Ruhr. But, in a sense, this 
very fact is in itself depressing 
More than a year of work has hard- 
ly made a dent in the wreckage 
The life of the city seems to move 
more briskly and smoothly, but it 
is still life in a terrible ruin of 
rubble. 

Staggering Task 

Some idea of the situation may 
be gained from an engineering es- 
timate that it would take 1,000 
trucks about 50 years mereiy to 
clear away the rubble and ruin of 
Cologne alone The condition of 
Hamburg bears out this gloomy es- 
timate. There is a further estimate 
that it would cost twice as much 
to clear away the ruins and rebuild 
these cities as it would to go else- 
where and build them anew from 
the ground up. 

Undoubtedly 
thing of this idea in the 


there will be some- 
plans for 


redevelopment of Germany's cities 
that finally evolve. But obviously 
that cannot be carried very far. 


These cities are where they are be- 
cause geography and economic law 
combined to put them there. They 
will have to be, for the most part, 
on the old sites 

No one will venture to say how 
long that rebuilding will take, but 
whatever the period, its end will 
find Germany with the most mod- 
ern cities on earth. America no 
longer will be the new world 
There will be precious little of the 
old left in the old world—on the 
physical side, anyway. 

Hamburg is synonymous 
shipping and shipbuilding, but there 
is precious little of that now. Once 
the largest port of the continent, 
the great harbor is now handling 
litle more than military and con- 
trol commission cargoes.

If you don’t, 
that diamond engagement ring may 
cost you a small fortune. 

With production of rough 
diamonds way behind demand for 
the fifth consecutive year, and the 
demand for rings five times greater 
than in 1939, it’s costing more and 
more to become engaged. 

Before the war in Edmonton, the 
average diamond ring sold for about 
$100. Today that same ring would 
cost between $135 and $140, a lead- 
ing city jeweler says, and that 
doesn't include the 25 percent lux- 
ury tax. 

In the States, courting couples 
face even greater financial hazards. 
A one-third carat diamond ring 
which sold for about $110 before 
the war, now prices at $195, plus 
a luxury tag of 20 percent. 

In fact so grave is the situation 


in Seattle, Los Angeles and other 
not too distant American cities, 
that many Americans affianced to 
Edmonton girls prefer to purchase 
their rings here. The rings are less 
expensive and the quality and size 
of stone considerably superior. 
Diamond prices abroad have gone 
up also and are reported higher in
